On each side of the 
stage were a row of ballet-dancers, with,the 
secondos behind them, and atthe back of the 
stage were a row of scantily-dressed cory- 
phees, allof whom were young girls chosen 
to display their limbs in flesh-colored tights.

OVER A CENTURY. 


Death of a Man Who Had Reached One 
Hundred and Ten Years. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, January 25.—An old resident 
of the Fourteenth Ward named Bernard Do- 
ran has just died at his residence, No. 126 
Mott street, aged 110 years. He had resided 
in the same apartment at that place since 1839. 
He -was born in Tyrone county, Ireland, 
January 7, 1773, and was fond of recalling 
the incidents of the uprising of 98. His 
certificate of birth, faded with overa centu- 
ry’s wear, and bearing the indecipherable 
signature of the parish priest who baptized 
him on the 18th of January, 1773, which is 
now in the hands of his son, Bernard, at- 
tests the correctness of the centenarian’s 
age. His first wife died, leaving a daugh- 
ter, now a widow ninety years old, and re- 
sidiag at Cincinnati. He married a second 
time, and had three sons and two daughters 
this marriage, of whom 


three are now alive, and two of. them, 
56 years old, the youngest of the fam- 


126 Mott street. In.1889 Mr. Doran emi- 
grated to this country with his family and 
settled in the Fourteenth Ward. No. 126 
Mott street is the only house in Which the 
old man lived from his first arrival here, and 
he was strongly 
ATTACHED TO THE PLACE, 
from which he declined under ail cifeum- 
stances to move. He worked as a laborer 
until 1845, when he was appointed janitor of* 
the Fourteenth Ward Pubhe Scheols. On 
the reorganization of the school board he 
was made the janitor of 
School No. 30 in Baxter street, and 
held the position until his death. Since he 
became a citizen Mr. Doran has been a 
staunch Democrat. and he boasted that he 
never voted any other than the Demecratic 
ticket. He and his soh Bernard lived to- | 
gether, and his youngest son, James, had | 
apartments with his family underneath those | 
of his father. Many old Fourteenth Ward- | 
ers recall the old janitor from the time they 
were school-boys, and itis safe to say that 
there were few better known men in the 
lower part of the city than he. The cause 
ef Mr. Doran’s death is ascribed by the phy- 
on ians attending to capillary bronchitis aud 
age.

What Our Solons are Doing To-day—- 
New’ Bills—News Notes. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON Ciry, Mo., January 25.— 
Speaker Richardson announced the new 
standing Committee on Cemmerce as fol- 
lows: Collier, of Livingston; Longan, of 
Pettis; Ellerbe, of St. Louis county: 
Linzee, of Lawrence; Veries, of 
Buchanan; Harrington,of Adair; Carroll, of 
St. Louis, Porter, of Jackson; Danforth, of 
Mississippi.

Just before the noon adjournment of the 
Criminal Court the grand jury filed in and 
asked to make a reporton ane question and 
made a request for information on another. 

r. H. M. Blosoom, the fore- 
man, then handed Judge Van 
Wagoner the report below given. 
Mr. Blossom also stated that the grand 
jury had before them a man named Thomas 
Brennan, an important witness in the case of 
John Nelson, who is indicted for murder. 
They feared that he would not be in attend- 
ance at the trial and asked what they could 
do to positively secure his presence.

SPECIAL REPORT ON DRAMSHOPS: 

To the Honorable Garrett S. Van Wagoner, 
Judge of the St. Louis Criminal Court: — 
Str—The Grand Jury now sitting desire 

to subinit a special report upon one subject 

referred to them in vour charge, to-wit: the 
city dramshops. We have taken a large 
amount of testimony in regard to the relation 
of these institutions both te the expendi- 
tures and to the revenue of this city. The 
witnesses summoned were those who by 
their actual and neeessary  identifica- 
tion with these mattters would 
lye us the most indisputable 
acts and intelligent opinions thereunto con- 
cerning, as far removed as possible from 
mere assumption er prejudice. Fhe concur- 
rence of all the witnesses in the main fea- 
tures of the testimony so taken has been 
equality surprising and convincing. It would 
be manifestly improper and would serve no 
useful purpose to quote the details of the 
testimony, but it has been abundantly shown 
us by incontestible proofs that 

AT LEAST EIGHTY PER CENT OF THE CRIME 

pee AND PAUPERISM 

of this city eome directly from the saloons as 

effect follows cause; that in some cases the 

line of separation between the proprietors of 
these establishments and the desperate char- 
acters who infest them is so faint as to be al- 
most un ized; that tg them as to their 
most congenial haunts come the drones and 
leeches of society ; that infmanv of them the 
hoodlum gangs concoct schemes by which idle 
youths, not yet criminals, are initiated into 
the ways of ‘vice; that from seme of the 


the midnight bummers and burglars, who re- 
turn in the small hours of the night, often 
with their booty, to the still open saloon, 
where they find a certain welcome and no in- 
considerable measure of protection: that 
THE COST OF MERELY POLICING 

the lower grade of these dens is manifold 
greater than the revenue derived from them 
in any shape, and this apart from their im- 
mensely preponderating contribution to the 
dire catalogue of crime and misery with 
which the seveiai compact in St. Louis is 
burdened and afflicted. This, too, in a city 
whose real prosperity and whose business 
enterprises are taxed almost beyond endur- 
ance to provide a revenue which is, in a large 
degree, rendered so conspicuously insufficient 
by the causes to which we have referred. 
e members of the grand jury would 
be unfaithful to _ their deliberate 
judgment, te their oaths, and, with their 
present light, to their duty as citizens, if 
they did not at this time declare their unbi- 
ased conviction that in this city there is to- 
day no subject which so immediately and 
imperatively demands the earnest considera- 
tion and action of the responsible, tax-pay- 
ing community, as does this one 
consideration. To 
reduce to reasonable proportions the enor- 
mous expenditure involved in our compli- 
cated machinery for the arrest and punish- 
ment of criminals, by simply reducing many 
of the notorious birth-places and agencies 
of erime. is surely only a measure of busi- 
ness prudenee. To provide at once a most need- 
ful increase of revenue by larger demands 
upon those sources of revenue, which, with 
no oppression of any lawful interest, will 
most easily bear them, is surely only a meas- 
ure Of ordinary business sagacity. We 
therefore recommend for this city what is 
elsewhere beneficiaily in operation and 
known as 

“HIGH LICENSE,” 

and we _ indicate as suitable a mini- 
mum city license fee of ($1,000) 
one shousand dollars for each 
liquor saloon and of five hundred dollars 
($500) for each saloon wbere ently wine and 
heer are sold, with the abolition of all minor 
ees and privileges. 

We do not deem it important to adduce ar- 
guments in favor of the foregoing recoin- 
mendation. With any impartial endeavor to 
reach-the whole truth we believe all right- 
thinking citizens will be convinced,as we are, 
of the practical wisdom of such a measure. 
It is probable that under a high iteense law, 
properly enforced, one-half of the 1,800 
saloons in the city would disappear; but 
enoogh would remain to conveniently aecom- 
modate those of our citizens who are bibu- 
lously.inelined. Most of 

THE LOW DOGGERIES AND HOODLUM DENS 
would be obliterated, and the respectability 
of the saloon-keepers obtaining license 
would disclose a higher average. 

The present revenue from the faloons is 
about $200,000 per annum. It is idle to spec- 
ulate upon possibilities under such a law 
as. is proposed; but it is evident that, with 
effeciive high license, as is recommended,the 
number of saloons now running may be re- 
duced two-thirds and _ the city still se- 
cure nearly or quite double _ the 
amount of ineome that mM. :« 
present obtained from this qpurce. 

A further increase of revenue mightbe 
gained undoubtedly by fixing the minimum 
liceuse as before suggested, and then, under 
ali the restrictions that are requisite in any 
case, offering the privilege to competition. If 
this is done the 

NUMBER OF 8ALOONS SHOULD BE LIMITED 
to two on a block where the block contains 
a hotel of the first-class, to-wit: a hotel ac 
commodating at least one hundred guests in 
separate rooms; and. to one on a block else- 
where. 

lt may not detract from the force of our 
recommendations to say that some of the 
most reputable saloon-keepers and a con- 
siderable number of liquor dealers 
are themselves in favor of a much higher 
license, and in some instances put the fig- 
ures they wouid be glad to see adopted above 
those suggested in this report. 

As aresult of our comprehensive inqui 
we also further recommend, first, that peti-

A TIMELY TOPIC. 

We print to-day a very interesting report 

of the Grand Jury on a matter thatis of vi- 
tal interestto every citizen of St. Louis. 
This body has, with rare intelligence and 
patience, inquired into the springs of vice 
and the causes of crime in the city. They 
declare that eighty per cent of the crime and 
pauperism here can be_traced to the liquor 
traffic—to. the low ‘class’ saloons and 
“doggeries.”’ The presentation of these facts 
should give renewed impetus to the move- 
ment looking to an increased license for sa- 
l oons and a better regulation of the liquor 
traffic. We have about 1,800 saloons in St. 
Louis. Fully five hundred of them are able 
to pay a license of *$1,000 a year. This 
would elose out the little ‘‘boozing kens” 
which are the abiding-places of the vicious 
classes, would place the traffic in the 
hands of responsible people and would correct 
many of the evils which nows pro- 
voke the demand for Prohibition. The 
Legislature should carefully consider this 
report and should promptiy enact a 
law which will give us not only an increase 
of saloon license but retain the additional 
tax in thecity treasury. Ourcity is practi- 
cally at a stand-still for want of funds. 
Our Police Department is $15,000 behind 
at this writing, and the force needs to 
be increased rather than reduced. 
Our Fire Department is also in need 
of more funds. There is nothing more 
practical, sensible orrefermatory than this 
proposed increase of saloon license, and the 
facts provided by the Grand Jury are most 
timely. 
We hope tosee the matter of this report 
taken up.atonee by the press, and the sug- 
gestions carried into effect by the necessary 
legislation, 


MISREPRESENTATIVES. 
Wher the people of St. Louis last Novem- 
ber elected a certain number of gentlemen to 
sit in the Legislature at Jefferson City they 
took it for granted that as none of the can- 
didates made any mention of his having any 
legislative ventures in sight there was no 
danger of any of that special legislation 
which is at all times odious and which in 
this State-is.forbidden by the Constitution. 
It was-assumed that St. Louis had no special 
interests requiring action at this session and 
that the functions of the city delegation 
would be confined to taking their-share in. 
the-general legislation of the session, and to 
preventing the-country members from jump- 


ments. 

But it now fully appears that St. Louis 
has nothing to fear from the country 
members, who respect the right of the city to 
manage its local affairs, but that its most 
dangerous enemies are to be found in its own 
delegation, nearly every member of which 
has a brand-new idea which nobody ever 
heard of before, and which nobody wants, 
and which violates the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion by taking the shape of special legisla 


One member wants to furnish us with a 
‘Street Railroad Inspector, whose duty it 
shall be to drawa-salary of $100 per month, 
and in addition wishes to have the street 
railroad-question settled, not by municipal 
ordinance, but by statute. Another member 
wants to prevent us from teaching German in 
our public schools, another wants to make all 
offices paying nore than $1,800 a year elective, 
another wants to put the control of elections 
under the Recorder of Voters. Another wants 
the Criminal Court abolished. In all there

have expressed a desire for its passage. 

Can nothing be done to stop this counter- 
feit legislation, this passage of bad bills? Is 
it not enough that general laws have already 
taken fro! us our control of police and taxa- 
tion, and that we have a Municipal Assem- 
bly grinding out ordinances at the rate of a 
dozen a week? What offense has St. Louis 
committed that these amateur statesmen 
should punish the city by making it the vic- 
tim of experiments in legislation? If these 
gentiemen believe that their constituents

their constituents desire so much as to be let 
alone, and that the best service they can ren- 
der is to refrain from legislating for a city 
already overburdened with legislation. 


STATESMEN NOT WANTED. 

The Times, of .London, whieh has an opin- 
ion ready made for every emergency and 
which can be relied on. to give a mistaken 
opinion on every question that turns up, has 
studied the French situation, and gives the 
result of its studies in the declaration “there 
can be little doubt if statesmen continue to 
be wanting the Republic will go headlong to 
ruin.” 

This is the invariable European opinion, 
For every excess of government the remedy 
must always be more goyernment, the peo- 
ple are always in the wrong and they must 
have leaders and statesmen, and must look 
to statesmanship to pull them out of the 
misfortunes into which they are plunged by 
their own mistakes. . 

Now this country of ours isa living illus- 
tration of the exactly opposite doctrine. We 
have no statesmen to speak of, have not had 
a statesman for President in fifty years, and 
such legislatian as is needed we have done 
for us by jack-leg lawyers, pill-rollers, ex- 
newsboys, broken-down parsons and other 
defective classes; but we do not rush to 
ruin for the reason that the people still hold 
the power, and when their statesmen get too 
bad they sit down on them, and sit hard. 

If, along with with the Orleanist preten- 
ders, Plon-Pion bill-stickers and other 
avowed disturbers, France could by some 
peaceable and lawful means get rid of the 
pretenders to statesmanship, the country 
would be in less danger. The people are 
not accustomed to self-gevernment, and on 
the last occasion when they gota semblance 
of liberty they made a bad use of it. But 
their excesses were the result not of their 
new liberty, but of the old tyranny under 
| which they had suffered so long. The ex- 
periment of statesmanship has been trieé all 
over the world and has everywhere proved a 
failure. Let the world try to get along 
without statesmen and depend on the people.

“Ts there much money in the business, re- 
ally?” Mr. Gye was asked. 

“No,-indeed, not so much. The salaries 
now are so terribly high that a manager has 
not very rich pickings. The singers want en- 
tirely too much.” 

“Are salaries higher than usual ?”’ 

*Indeed they &re, higher than cver before.

He was with her in the same capacity 
when she was the wife of the Marquis de Caux 
De Caux never did anything but smoke his 
cigar and pose as a fine gentleman, and 
Franchi managed all Mme.
